Man, and too Attive, and Loyal, to be permitted to Live, 
On the gth. of Mzrch theſe three Lords Duke Hamz/ton,the 
Earl of Ho/{and,and this Noble Lord much lamented were 
Put to Death,on a Scaffold in the Pallace-yard in weſtmin- 
fter,by ſevering their Heads from their Bodies. Ir is re- 
markable that this Lord dyed with much Courage and 
Chriſtianity, being nothing daunted at Death. The Earl of 
Norwich and Sr, Fohn Owen were pardoned,by Vore of the 
Houſe, the Earl of Norwich having his Life by the caſting

Bur this could not purge out, the Humour, 
which till increaſing, two more of the Levelling Tribe 
were [hor, one of which was named Lockyer a Troqper, 
ſhot in St. Paz/'s Church-yard, hut buried in great State 
by the LiUburz/21 Faftion, wearing green aud black Rib. 
bons in their Hats, And now the peoples Eyes daily 
began - to be opened, findipg what Keepers of Eng- 
tands Liberties they had got. The Regiments ordered 
ro march at Sal/sbyry make an Eruption, alledging that 
this was a Trick to divide the Army,and that they were 
not Mercenarics but rook up Arms*'uþon a righteons 
Principle of Government, and therefore” would nor di- 
vide : upon which ſeveral Regiments revolt, {4nd Collo- 
nel Scroop's hid afide their Officers, and with Colours 
flying march'd to joyn Harriſox's Regiment, and Jreton's, 
and Skippon's, who had conifederated. © But Fairfax and 
Cromwell, by haſty marches with the whole Army follow 
them , who at Burford in Oxford-ſhire, made up about 
five Thouſand Horſe arid Foot, with whom Cromwell by 
private Meſſengers held them in hand of a Treaty, put-' 
ting them in hopes of reconciling the Buſineſs without 
blows, which made them negleGful rill Fairfax and 
Cronwet 7t-ppon them in their Quarters unſuſpe&ed, 
their Horſes being moſt at Graſs at twelve a Clock of the 
bight, routed them and took about four hundred Pri- 
ſoners, of which only three were ſhot to Death, the reſt 
pardoned hy Cromwells Interceſſion, to ingratiate himſelf 
with the Army, One Thomſon and two more dyed very 


Cromwell come to Oxford, where they are feafted and 
made Doors of the Civil Law.

Theſe Tryumphs of 0/z- 
wer ſo diſguſted Hariſon that he turn'd Preacher, 
or+Railer , openly againſt him and his Govern- 
ment : All the old Commonwealths Men were diſ- 
countenanced , as Vain, Haxzelrig, Bradſhaw, Scot 
and others, ſo- thar he was at this time to 
ftrengthen himſelf with the Sefaries whom he 
courted. His firſt Council were Colonel Mounta- 
gue , Lambert, Viſcount Liſſe, Desborow made 
one of the Generals at Sea, Sir Gilbert Pickering, 
Sir Anthony Aſhly Cooper, Sir Ch. Weolsley, Major 
General Shrppon, Strickland, Sydenham, Philip Jones, 
Rous the late Speaker , Colonel Lawrence, and 
Rich.

Then Maynard , Twiſden, Nudi- 
gate and Windham, were made Serjeants. A private 
Article alſo in the Dutch Peace was, that the Prince 
of Orange ſhould never be reſtored to his Dignities,

Crimes ; For this Colonel ſuffered onely for the 
Crime of Loyalty, and was ſacrifiſed to Olzver's Fear 
and Policy. He dyed with great bravery, courage 
and undauntedneſs. 

This was Cromwel[s firſt bloudy remarke, and like 
an Uſurper ; who muſt maintain his illegal greatneſs, 
by illegal Arts. But dominion” founded 1n innocent 
bloud , - cannot long ftand , before the Avenger for 
bloud viſits it in his wrathfull Juſtice. About this 
time he takes care, there ſhall be a faithfull miniſtry, 
to his intereſt he means, therefore he ſets up a Com- 
pany of Tryers, the chief of which were Nye, Good- 
win, Hugh Peters, Manton, and others named as Com- 
miſſioners. Theſe make a Reformation among the 
Miniſtry, for humane Learning was rather a Crime 
than an help to any, for the queſtion was, had they 
Grace in their hearts * Many good Livings were d1(- 
burthened of their Paſtours, and others of more 
Grace, and leſs Knowledge put in. TI heard of one 
who had been Hebrew and Chaldee Reader, in Ox- 
ford, and knowing 1n all the Eaſtern Tongues, put out 
of a good living for inſufficiency : He had ir ſeems 
10t Grace equal to his Learning, or his Living had 
more Grace than he. But ſuch as agreed with 
Nol's Principles; and were ready to maintain his 
Government, to he jare dfvino, were put 1nto = 
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beſt Livings throughout England, and the favourers 
of. the Church of England, though they had confor 
med, every where thruſt forth, 

In Treland all was ſubdued , and he ſent Cob 
over as a Judg, who with, a kind of Itinerant Court 
of gs hung up many of the Iriſh Rebels a 
Dublin, Waterford, Kilbenny and in'Viſter , and thoſe 
that eſcaped of the Iriſh were confined to the Pre 
vince of Conanght, and the reſt bamiſhed. But in 
Scotland at the mediation of Argzle, whom he had 
tyed to his Intereſt, and by whoſe power he held a 
great part of the Highlands in ſubje&ion, the Presby- 
terians were allowed their Religion, and had their 
own Kirk Government, and the power of Excommuy- 
nication, but the rigor of it was taken off, for ſuch 
as were excommunicated, were ' net onely forbid the 
Communion, but they had all their Eſtates confiſca- 
red to the Church, which was not allowed them, nor 
the meeting of their general Aſſembly. 

Cromwell was jealous of Lambert, and of the Loye 
he had among the Se#arzes of the Army; ſo that as yer 
he was forced to careſs him, and to delude him with 
vain hopes of ſucceeding him in the ProteForate, and 
therefore made him Commander in chief,of the Army, 
next himſelf, with the allowance of 10 /.a day. Abroad 
he confederates with moſt of the Potentates, and up- 
on his making a Peace with France, the King 1s obli 
ged to leave that Court, where he had been neer two 
years. and had done many good offices for that King, 
with his neighbour Princes ; but Intereſt (ways more 
than Gratitude. | He retires into Germany, where all

Syr- 
dercomb being thus trepann'd and drawn in, by his 
Inſtruments, had prepared a 'Blunderbuſs, and had 
placed it to ſhoot him tm his Coach going to Hampton 
Eourt ; and if that failed, he was tothave fired White- 
Hall, by placing # Basket' of combuſtible matter 1 
the:Chapel ,' witha train," all which 1s diſcovered; 
Symadercomb and his Companions ferzed, the Life-guard 
men-cotifefs' the Plor,*'and are pardoned ; Smdercomb 
is tryed for irat the' upper Bench-bar, (as they then 
called it ) and convicted by the Witneſs of his fellow 
Confpirators, he was Condemn'd to be Hang'd, Drawn

The horrible licentiouſneſs of theſe ttmes., had 
ripened the birth of ſtrange and: monſtrous Opinions 
and Herefies, and all places ſwarm'd with theſe kind 
of creatures, of an hundred difterent perſwaſions : 
The Ranters grew numerous, and committed their 
beaſtialities under the notion of Liberty of Conſci- 
.& ence publickly, turning debauchery and all manner of 
wickednefs into a Religion ; ſome lying with their 
Wives, or. other women openly 1jn the Market-ptace, 
ſeveral, both men and women running ſtark naked, 
.without the leaſt rag to hide their ſhame, abour. the 
ſtreers, and into Churches, pretending a Command 
from the ſpirit for. theſe Agions, Then the. Socinz- 
ans encreaſed, who denied the Divinity of Chriſt, 
one Biddle being infamous for thoſe Opinions : and 
one Erbery, once. a Miniſter, for Ranting. Then the 
Nuabers began to grow numerous, under George Fax 
their head, and (o troubleſome, that they diſquiered 
Oliver himſelf, who liked not their Antiminiſterial 
principles. But above the reft, James Naylor was 
at this time remarkable, who grew to that height of 
deluſion and phrenfie, as to perſonate our Saviour, 
and procured a divine worſhip or adoration to be 
given to him, by ſome women attending him. He 
had been formerly a Soldier under Lambert , who 
ſtckled much to fave him from puniſhment; but ce 
Parliament now fitting, take the matter into their

He uſed ſeveral evaſions, 
but the Houſe ſentenced him, to be, both at Londm 
and Briſtol, puhlickly Whipt, through both the Cites 
to-ftand in the Pillory, to have 'his' Tongue- bored th 
thorow; and to be Rigmarized in the forehead with 
the letter” B, for a Blaſphemer 3; and then to remain 
an Brzdewell during pleaſure : which ſentence was 
with great feverity raflified upon him, and which 
-underwent with a more than ordinary patience and

norance. As for his Politicks, his Peace with Franc 
and his War with Spain, was . certainly | againſt thi 
Intereſt of England, in lefining the latter, and makin 
the former roo great for Chriſtendom, and looſing 
the ballance which England ought carefully to kee 
between thoſe two Monarchs, And then his 1mpol 
tick Peace with the Dutch, on ſo eafte terms, whe! 
brought with great expence of Engliſh Blood an 
Treaſure , to that extremity, that Eng/and mought 
have had what terms they. would , ſo that.the whole 
world thought him infatuated, 1n loſing: ſo-great at 
opportunity of doing good to this Nation.'. Then; 
« there 1s nothing more certain, that all the Perſecutior 
that hath ſince hapned 1n France, of that King's Pro 
teftant Subje&s, ' was the effe&ts of his joyning 1n 
League with France at that time 3 by which mean 
that King humbled Spain, and made way for his Co 
queſts in Flanders fince atchieved, and inabled hin 
to ſubdue all FaRtions at home, which were thenWor 
ariſing; and brought him into' a condition, to need$7h 
none of them, being grown ſince. the ſcourge andſÞpf 
terrour of Chriſtendom. His ſhamefull defeat atMWecr 
Hiſpaniola, with the loſs of 1500 Merchants ShipsL; 
to the Spaniard 1n that War, as was made appear 
to Richard's Parliament, and in his ſpending ſuchWhi 
vaſt ſums of money, and yet leaving a- vaſt debt up- 
on the Kingdom , as. appeared by the Acgounts 
broughr into Rrchard's Afſcinbly, may ſtand in bal- 
lance againſt his Vi&ories, and ſhew that he was not 
always ſucceſsfull, and that he had not managed kisYfor 
affairs with that frugalityand wiſedom, as ſome have 
thought he did, a_ as by his own accounts it

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ared, notwithſtanding the great incomes he had, 


mend che many Parſhamentary ſupplies, he had con- 


ated a debt of no leſs than 1900000 [+ As for 
is Tyranny and Oppreſſion, *tis needleſs to men- 
Wion ir , that may be ſeen throughout this Aiſtory, 
hy ct 1 cannot bur inſtance here, that injuſtice of his 
Mo 7ohn Lilburn, who had been tryed for his Life by 
he Long Parliament, and acquitted, and by them 
Wiſcharged 3 yet becauſe Oliver knew him a dange- 


nous man, and one that might give him a' trouble ,, 


Mauſed him to be tryed a ſecond time ; and though 
hen alſo cleared by tie Law , yet according to his 
pwn. Arbitrary Will, againſt Law, and with all inju- 
ice and cruelty imaginable , kept him cloſe Pri- 
Woner (o long, that he was almoſt conſumed by fick- 
eſs, that he turned him out only to dye. Again, 
What greater injuſtice could there be, than thar 
own to Mr. Cony , who being a Priſoner at Crom- 
wells Suit ; and being brought to the King's or up- 


onfÞper Bench-bar, as they call'd it, by an Habeas Corpus, 


auſes his Counſel to be violently taken from. the 
BBar, and fent to the Tower, for no other reaſon; than 
he Pleading his Chents Cai _ ;, ſuch an A of vio- 
ence, as cannot be parallell'a in all the Hiſtory of 


nEnland. Yet this hieſſed man is admired. As 


or his ingratitude that- appeared to Sir Henry Varr, 
zho above all perſons in the world was the \cdufe 
df his advancement, and had long eſpouſed his In- 
creſt, yer he ſtudied to deſtroy him both in his 
Life and Eſtate, becauſe he would not adhere to his 
perjury and -falſene(s: And becauſe Vain oppoſed 
him, he impriton'd him, and would have proceeded 
farther againft him. In Richard's Aﬀembly, upon 
the complaint of ſeveral Priſoners, kept cloſe 1n the 
ower , many being ſent away moſt inhumanely, and 
ſold for Slaves beyond Seas; the Lieutenant betng ſent 
for, and demanded by what Authority he had kept 
thoſe in his cuſtody fo long Priſoners, he produced a

An 
the ſame men Voted, that thoſe ban1ſh'd or ſent awa

dents to cauſe his Troops to be drawn up, and to ap- 
pear in the head of them; but he was feartull and wre- 
olute, and the other party violeht and inſolent ; for 
is Uncle Desbor»w told him, that unleſs he would con- 
ent, they would doe it without him, and ſo by threats 
nd importunities he ſigned the Commiſſion for Diſ- 
olving this Parliament. This 1s ſent to Frennes, who 
ice (ent the Black Rod to the Commons, who ſcorn'd 
he Meſſage, and would not admit him 3 but hearing 
here were Guards of Horſe and Foot drawn up 1n the 
Palace-yard, and that there was hike to be a force pur 
pon them, they adjourned themſelves for three days, 
nd the Speaker was attended by all the Houſe to his 
oach, through all the Soldiery.

Rom the 3 November 1640. to the 20 April 1653, when 
Oliver Cromwel turned out the long Parliament, there hath 
been 29 Thanks giving days for ſeveral vifories obtained by 
them againſt the King : and at leaſt 15, days of Humiliation, be« 
fides the monthly Faſts , which w45 once a month for very neer $ 
years , being caſt up together , is at leaſt go. which in all make 
105, And from the time of ther turning out, to the 25 Decem- 
ber 11ſt 1659, there hath been 10 Faſting d:ys and 6 Thanks. 
giving days, ſo that toe total number of the Faſting days to the 25 
Decemb.'laſt is 15, and the Thanksgiving days are 35, 
In the late wars hath been killed above 109 Lords and Knights. 
above 400 Officers, beſides the common Souldiers: above 1000 
' Miniſters put out of their places and died of grief, 
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
